SHOOTING 


WOODCOCK, 


The woodcock season opens in the 


west in July. By the close of September 
the birds have gone south. They winter 
In South America In swarms. 
Groat 


shooting Is bad along- the Orinoco. The 
favorite grounds in Illinois are along the 
Fox, Illinois and Kankakee rivers. The 
game is found 'In thEck willows and 
brushy, swampy places, where the walk- 
ing Is hard and the shooting particular- 
ly difficult. Fifteen in n day, legitimate- 
ly kilted. Is an excellent bag. They are 
limited sometimes with the cocker span- 
iel, but more .often with pointer or set- 
ter. 
As the cover Is so thick that in 


many Instances the shooter cannot sec 
his dog and as the dog will not Hush if 
well trained, it is the custom to hantj a 
hell about the animal's n^ck. When the 
bell stops tinkling, the owner 
knows 


lhat bis dog lias found game, lie goes 
in nnti kicks the bird out and misses 
him. Chtcnyo sportsmen tell tales of in- 
valuable pointers thnt they have lost in 
this way. The dog came to a stand and 
was too stanch to break nway. fie could 
not be found In the thick undergrowth 
and so starved miserably to death. Chi- 
cago sportsmen, however, do not differ 
In kind from the sportsmen of other 
cities. 


The woodcock Is singular In one re- 


spect. The female Is much larger than 
the male. 
They breed early In the 


spring, going as fnr north ns the St. 
J>awrence. The female lays from four 
lo flve eggs and Is especially careful of 
her young, which are plump, downy 
things, not unlike Leghorn chickens Just 
out of the shell. At one time there was 
an Idea prevalent not only ciirionp shot- 
gun men. but among naturalists, that 
the woodcock cropsed the Atlantic to 
>-nglnnd and back every year. Ho is a 
siroug flier, but hardly equal to this 
trip. The bird has another peculiarity, 
His call to his mate is a soft, wooing 
Kurgle. but he rannot utter if while on 
the ground. He tries it soinellmes, but 
his bill drops lo the earth, and his tail 
( H i s spasmodically up. UK mlM cluck 
cluck when feeding the nc-grn hns been 
translated into "Good Lord:" and it Is 
supposed by him to he a .supplication to 
the Deity for more worms. 


Taken by and largo, as the sailors 


pay. the woodcock furnishes more diffi- 
cult shooting than anything that Hies 
over American ."oil. This is partly due 
to hEs habitat, which, except at night, 
is confined to thTck woods, swamps and 
cancbrakes. ami partly to the flight. 
which is rapid and .spiral. The bird ia 
easily stopped when centered, but the 
centering process nas Its drawbacks. 
Of all puna the 16 gauge Is preferable. 
lie Is killed always at short range, and 
the lack of weight of this weapon en- 
ables one to handle it more quickly. 
The barrels should 1m cylinder bored.

The woodcock season opens In the 


west in July. By the close of September 
the birds have gone south. They winter 
In South America in swarms.

The 
game is found in thick willows and 
brushy, swampy places, whero ihc walk- 
ing Is hard and the shunting particular- 
ly difficult.
